This Fund was gazetted the 9th of July 1861, under circumstances fully 
detailed in my special report of the Util June 1861, setting forth the “te 
impossibility of allowing the society to continue to exist in oonn«ion T“ 1 .

But although the special magistrate should consult the clergy of the several 
denominations in regard to the parties to be relieved, and the amounts to be 
applied to their relief, secretary recommends that the whole power over the 
funds, and responsibility of duly disposing of them, should rest with the resident 
magistrate. Secretary in the peculiar circumstances of this locality, beset as it 
is with religious strife, and distracted with conflicting interests, sees no other 
practical means of dealing with those funds, so as to secure their distribution in 
a just, equitable, and impartial manner.

Re New Loan Fund at Cloone or Moliill, and Distribution of Surplus Assets. 

Sir, 30, College Green, Dublin, 19 November 1861. 

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your favour of 18th instant, forwarding 
your report and enclosures, also report of inspector, in reference to the prudence 
of establishing a new Loan Fund at Cloone or Mohill. For the reasons set forth 
in the Inspector’s Report, I consider it would in fact be useless to establish a 
Loan Society either at Cloone or Mohill. The same discordant feelings which 
tended to break up the old society still continue to be so strongly developed 
that any new society established must very soon share a similar fate. Moreover, 
the present impoverished state of the district would render the safety of the 
capital lent out extremely doubtful, and would probably result in the loss of 
most part of it. I would therefore recommend that the surplus profits should 
be applied towards charitable purposes in the district, such as food, clothing, and 
fuel. I would not advise the Board to distribute this fund through its secretary 
or its inspector, as I conceive any attempt on the part of the Board to do so 
would meet with the disapprobation of those parties likely to seek for the 
patronage of its distribution, and would only bring the Board’s officers into 
collision with them. I would recommend an application to be made to the 
Government to direct the resident magistrate to distribute the fund, and in order 
to prevent any sectarian feeling in the matter, that he should at the same time be 
directed to advise with the clergymen of the several religious persuasions in the 
district as to the persons most in want of relief.

From the Earl of Leitrim to the Secretary of Loan Fund Board. 

Sir 9 Lough Rynn, Mohill, 24 December 1861. 

It is stated that there is a large sum of money recovered, over and above the 
debts of the late Cloone Loan Fund, and which, I believe, is now at the disposal 
of the Loan Fund Board. 

I am further informed that the stipendiary magistrate, Mr. De Gernon, is 
eivino - out alms, with the assistance of the clergymen of the parishes of Cloone 
and Mohill, out of the funds thus collected. I wish to be informed to what extent 
Mr. De Gernon is authorised in disposing of these funds, and at the same time 
to express a hope that the whole of this large sum of money, which might be of 
a lasting benefit to the parishes in which it has been acquired, is not to be dis- 
posed of in the present manner. 

I believe the law directs that the Loan Fund Board shall appropriate these 
funds to a dispensary, hospital, or infirmary, or such other charitable or useful 
local purpose as the Loan Fund Board shall think proper. _ 

I do not think that a general giving out of alms, or a distribution of any kind 
by a stipendiary magistrate, comes under the meaning of these words, or was 
contemplated by the Legislature; and haviug been myself on the Committee of 
the House of Commons, and given much attention on the framing of this law, 
I 'must say that I have thought, and I am still of opinion, that it was intended 
that the money should be appropriated to some permanently charitable or pub- 
licly useful local purpose ; aud 1 think the present distribution, be it authorised 
or not, to be illegal. . ..

Dear Sir, Riversdale, Ballinamore, 27 April 1862. 

In reply to your letter of yesterday, I beg to acquaint you, for the informa- 
tion of the Loan Fund Commissioners, that I issued relief during- the winter to 
783 families, confining the charity given to that number to blankets only, and to 
some other distressed families I gave relief in food, &c. Although the parties 
applying were numerous, I used great caution in distributing the Fund, keeping- 
in view the probability of increased distress appearing during the summer and 
autumn, consequent upon the unusual and disastrous wetness of the season we 
were passing through, and also the comparatively limited area to which this 
charity is applicable ; the relief was chiefly confined to the issue of blankets, in 
consequence of the almost total loss of the only kind of fuel used by the poor of 
the district, and owing to the difficulties of land carriage from bad roads and the 
remoteness of the coal mines, the great expense which would have attended any 
attempt to supply this deficiency by issuing coal as a substitute for turf, for, as 
well as coal, we should have procured grates, &e., and the poor people showed 
rather an objection to receiving relief of this nature. Blankets in some sort 
supplied the want, and, at all events, enabled families to enjoy refreshing sleep 
after toiling through the day in wet and cold ; and they (blankets) are a lasting 
benefit. 

Having afforded assistance to from 783 to 800 families, at an expense of 376/., 
I have still remaining the sum of 724/. — the greater part of the fund— upon 
which there are occasional demands for the supplying of meal to very poor 
families. Great and wide-spread distress at present exists ; its increase chiefly 
depends upon the weather we may have for the next few weeks. 

In the Cloone Loan Fund district there are a very large number of small 
farmers, holding from 6 to 10 and 15 acres; many of them had great difficulty 
in paying up their loans upon the closing of the Loan Fund, and almost all of 
them are in a state of the greatest poverty, struggling in the hope that the season 

will 
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will improve. If a way to relieve these poor families could be devised, such as 
bv oivine- them, on the usual security, small loans from 3 /. to 5 L, payable with- 
outmterest in instalments of 10 s. a quarter, I think it would be the most useful 
charity to which the surplus remaining in your hands, and the greater part of 
the balance in mine, could be applied ; and there would eventually remain for 
the relief of future distress this paid-up Fund, minus expenses.

The Cloone Loan Fund was gazetted in July 1861, and its affairs are still in 
process of being wound, up, under the management of a receiver appointed by 

the Loan Fund Board. . , , . xl , 

The district of the Society is stated m the last rules thereof as the parishes ot 
Cloone and Mohill (County Leitrim). Other parishes named in the preceding 
rules were not specified in the last certified rules. 

Loans however, were extensively made to the inhabitants of other parishes 
within a radius of five miles of the Society’s office, and which adjoin the said 
parishes of Cloone and Mohill. In the last rules nothing is said of a radius ot 
five miles as definitive of the usual limits sanctioned by the Board. 

After payment of all depositors and claims on the Society, it was ascertained 
last December that there was a considerable surplus, say 1,100/., besides the 
mount of outstanding loans. . 

In consequence of the great distress which existed in the district of the 
society, the Board conceived that it would best carry out the intentions of 
the provisions of the Loan Fund Act in reference to surplus funds remaining on 
the winding-up of societies, by distributing this 1 , 100 1. amongstthe poor of the 
certified district (the parishes^ of Cloone and Mohill). The Board being also 
desirous that this should he distributed amongst parties really deserving of relief, 
irrespective of sectarian or party feeling applied to the G °ve™neu , 
its sanction that the distribution of the surplus should tube place undet the 
control and management of the stipendiary magistrate, Mr. De Germm. 

As the district mentioned in the society s rules was not extensive, the ■B ook 
would have preferred that the distribution of the Fund should have extenoed to 
the district within which the operations ol the some y were m teahty «trioa 
On reference to the 44 tli and 45th sections of the 6 & 7 Viet. c. 91, was 
considered that, although the Board could appropriate this surplus oi a ^ portmn

Is counsel of opinion that the Board can legally, and without risk 
direct the balance of available assets of the late Cloone Loan Fund to be 
distributed for charitable purposes within the bond fide limits of the opera- 
tions of the society, within a radius of five miles from Cloone, though not 
actually named in the existing rules? 



Counsel’s Reply. 

Having regard to the 9th, the 19th, and the 44th sections of the Act, I think 
the society was not warranted in granting loans beyond the district marked out 
in the last rule ; viz., the parishes of Cloone and Mohill. I think it had no 
jurisdiction to do so. I fear now the jurisdiction of the Loan Fund Board, 
which represents the society, is limited by the area marked out by the rule, 
namely, the two parishes before mentioned. I think therefore that any distribu- 
tion of the surplus should be within that locality, for any of the objects contem- 
plated by the Act. 

2d. Whether the balance in Mr. De Gernon’s hands can be lent out, as 
suggested by Mr. De Gernon ? Counsel’s general advice and opinion, for 
the direction of the Board, is requested. 



Counsel’s Reply. 

2 . I think the balance can be so applied as not to go beyond the parishes of 
Cloone and Mohill, that is, the poor resident in them. See the last words in the 
44th section : “ or other charitable or useful local purpose.”

I am directed by the Board to inform vou, in reply to your letter of 27 th 
ult., respecting the Fund at your disposal for the relief of the suffering poor of 
the district included in the limits of the late Cloone Loan Fund, namely, the 
parishes of Cloone and Mohill, that no machinery exists for carrying out your 
suggestion of issuing small loans to poor farmers, payable, without interest, in 
quarterly instalments. It is to be borne in mind that there are. many expenses 
and trouble attendant on opening and' conducting a loan fund, such as stationery, 
office rent, salaries of two or more officers, &c. If there is no revenue in the 
shape of discount, fines, ko., how are the expenses to be met except by drawing 
on the principal, which in a very short lime must be eaten up by such charges ? 
If it is urged that disinterested persons will undertake all expense and trouble 
attendant on such business, it must be observed it has been invariably found by 
Board s Inspector, that in cases even where depositors have large sums at stake, 
it is next to impossible to get them to attend for one or two hours in each month

I am directed by the Board to request you will lay before his Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant this communication, and the accompanying documents in re 
Disposal of the Surplus Assets of the late Cloone Loan Fund, which has been 
made the subject of a recent memorial presented to Parliament, purporting to 
be “ prepared by the inhabitants of Cloone,” but emanating, as they have reason 
to believe, from Lord Leitrim. 

In the first place, I am to observe that by the enclosed Statement of the 
Assets of the late Cloone Loan Fund, it will be seen that the information given 
in that memorial of Lord Leitrim, respecting the assets and the various items set 
forth in that memorial, are erroneous. 

I am to add that there is one and a very considerable portion of the assets, 
which had beeu placed in the hands of Mr. De Gernon to be applied to the 
relief of distress in the two parishes which constitute the district of the late Loan 
Fund, which an act of Lord Leitrim has rendered it impossible for the Board 
to render an account of: the act — whereby his Lordship’s recommendation to his 
tenants to withhold payment of the I 0 U’s which they had passed to Mr. De 
Gernon for the several amounts of temporary relief afforded them out of the 
surplus assets— has rendered the payment of these loans entirely problematical. 

And I am further to observe, that by the proceedings of Lord Leitrim a con- 
siderable sum of money, that was intended to have been applied, and was legally 
applicable, to the relief of the poor in the two parishes of Cloone and Mohill, thus 
remains in the hands of people of one district only, which was the sphere of the 
operations of that Loan Fund, and those people are the tenants of Lord Leitrim. 
And in corroboration of the statements here made, I am to refer particularly to 
the accompanying reports of Board’s Inspector.

Board’s Inspector’s Observations on Petition to Parliament, in re late 
Cloone Loan Fund. 

1 . As to assets of late Society : 

At dale of dissolution the amount due by borrowers to 



late Society was - - - - 4,500 

The amount subsequently lodged in bank was - - 4,331

So that the amount available for charitable purposes was only 1,508/. 
and not 2,200/., as stated in petition. 

2. The petitioners claim “ this moneyas the property of the parish of Cloone 
from whence it was collected.” 

This claim cannot be legally made, inasmuch as the sphere of the 
operations of the Society was not in Cloone only. The district comprised 
two parishes, Cloone and Mohill ; and, moreover, a very considerable 
portion of the profits of the late Society was derived from the working of 
the institution for years in the parish of Mohill, and the poor of that 
parish had therefore a just and legal right to share in the charitable dis- 
tribution made of them. It will be seen, on reference to a legal opinion 
on the subject, dated 21st June 1862, that the sphere of the Society’s 
operations being in two parishes, the poor of both consequently had a 
right to share in the distribution of the profits. 

3. Petitioners complain that the charitable distribution made “ has not been 
by any means satisfactory to them,” and that they “ have not been consulted in 
any way as to the proper distribution of this Fund,” &c. 

In answer to this complaint, it is only necessary to observe — The Loan 
Fund Act, Section 45, which regulates the distribution of surplus assets of 
Gazetted Loan Funds, makes- it necessary that the Commissioners alone 
should be satisfied in this matter, and in fact does not contemplate either 
depositors or borrowers of a loan fund being consulted at all in regard to 
any such distribution, once a society has been gazetted : therefore the 
complaint is unfounded. 



4. As to the distribution itself : 

It would appear to me that the course adopted by Mr. De Gernon was 
one calculated to be of great present and future benefit to the poor of 
Cloone and Mohill. To the most necessitous he gave gratuitously a 
large sum in meal and blankets, fee., &c., while to those who were not 
so reduced, and who only wanted a temporary assistance, to enable them 
to tide over the present bad times, he gave a still larger sum in meal at 
cost-price on I O Us repayable at a time when he thought the proceeds 
ol the harvest would be fully available. 

The value of this arrangement was twofold : the man who required 
' em .P“!' ar y ald received it in the most important article of house- 
hold food, free from the exorbitant charges of the regularlrader for profit 
and time, while to die really destitute poor this money would be available 
against a future day of distress. 

The association of the clergy of the different religious denominations 
guaranteed a fair and impartial distribution. 

But the benefits designed by Mr. De Gernon for the poor of Cloone 
and Mohill were, to a certain extent, frustrated by Lord Leitrim instructing 
the people (as I was credibly informed) not to pay their just debts, due on 
the above lO U s— a course which must inflict a cruel injury on the 
really destitute poor of the district. 

5. Petitioners 
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5 . Petitioners pray that those who signed the I. 0, U.’s, “ shall not be called 
upon to repay same.” 

I have been informed that the greater portion of those who signed the 
above documents are well able to repay same : there would be consequently 
no charity done if such just and available debts were remitted ; while 
it is very possible a large portion of the amount would find its way into 
the hands of Lord Leitrim in the shape of rent, to the great loss, as already 
stated, of the poor of the parishes of Cloone and Mohill.

In re Cloone. 

Report of Secretary of his Attendance at Mohill, with a view to carrying out 
of their Instructions at a Meeting of the Loan Fund Commissioners, on 
Friday the 2‘2d of May 1863, to visit Cloone for the purpose of having a final 
account made with Mr. De Gernon, Resident Magistrate, and with the 
Receiver of the Closed Society, Mr. John Soden. 

Secretary’s attendance at Mohill on Mr. De Gernon, on the 4th and 5th 
une 1863. 



Secretary’s travelling charges for two days, at 1 1. 1 y. per diem, 2 l. 2 s. 



On the 4th instant, on my arrival at Cloone, I was invited by Mr. De Gernon 
so attend a meeting of the Relief Committee, which had been appointed by him 
at the time of undertaking the distribution of the surplus unappropriated 
profits of the Closed Cloone Loan Fund (then available), say 1,100/., to be 
applied to charitable or useful purposes in the two parishes of Cloone and 
Mohill, which .comprised the sphere of operations of the Closed Society. That 
committee consisted of the Protestant rectors and Roman Catholic parish priests 
of those parishes, and some of the clergy of boih churches of the remote dis- 
tricts of them ; Mr. De Gernon presiding over their meetings, consulting those 
gentlemen as to the wants and circumstances of their several localities, but 
acting on his own judgment and responsibility in the mode of administering 
relief, and the extent of it in each district. 

The meeting of the Relief Committee had been convened by Mr. De Gernon, 
on account of his removal to another district, to consider the subject of the 
disposal of the small balance of the unappropriated profits of the late Cloone 
Loan Fund, which had been placed in his hands for the relief of the suffering 
poor of the two parishes of Cloone and Mohill, and also to determine what 
course should be pursued with respect to the amounts outstanding due on the 
I. O. U’s., payment of which had been resisted in some cases, or inability had 
been pleaded to pay them in other instances. 

All the gentlemen present agreed that in the first instance the resistance of 
payment was the result of counsel that had been given to the borrowers to 
refuse, and to resist payment of those I. O. U’s. on the part of influential parties, 
and eventually they also agreed unanimously, that although when the I. 0. U’s. 
were passed, there were good grounds for believing the parties who signed 
them would be able to pay when the last harvest had been got in ; circum- 
stances had, however, wholly changed at the commencement of the present 
spring, when the hopes of the farmers had been disappointed by the failure of 
the crops in the last season, in consequence of the excessive rain, and a large 
number of those borrowers who were solvent previously to the last autumn, 
being now reduced by the failure of the crops of the last season to 
pauperism. 

It is the opinion of Mr. De Gernon, moreover, that the views expressed by 
the clergy of the several denominations on this subject are well founded ; in 
fact, that the whole amount of outstanding advances made on I. O. U’s. is- 
irrecoverable, on account of the altered circumstances of the borrowers. 

On the other hand, the opinion of Mr. De Gernon ’s successor, Mr. .De 
Preston, that the difficulties occasioned by the failure of the former proceedings 
for the recovery of monies due on those 1. 0 U’s., the lapse of time thereby 
occasioned, and the objections raised at petty sessions, would now frustrate any 
renewed proceedings on the same securities at petty sessions. 

Hie gentlemen who attended this meeting having expressed a desire to be 
informed of Board’s views respecting the I. 0. U’s. that remained unpaid, 

I stated that the. matter was entirely in the hands of Mr. De Gernon, that I was ■ 
not directed or authorised to take any part in that meeting, but that I pre- 
sumed the Board would, if the matter rested with them, have the circumstances 
of those borrowers clearly ascertained, and a list made of all those who were 
found unable to pay made out, and another list prepared of those who were- 
able to pay and from whom payment could be enforced. 

Having: 
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Having left the meeting to have an arrangement made with the receiver, on 
my return I found the matter had been discussed, and the final decision was to 
the following effect : — 

The circumstances of all the small farmers of the Loan Fund district who had 
obtained these loans were so affected by the last bad harvest, that there was no 
reasonable hope of recovering from the great majority, and the very few who 
might possibly be able to pay could not be compelled without encountering 
legal expenses, and new proceedings being necessitated at quarter sessions 
against them, vei’y expensive with regard to costs, and doubtful with respect to 
results. It had therefore been determined to take no further proceedings 
against those borrowers. As there was a balance still in the hands of Mr. De 
Gernon, and another balance after payment of all claims in the hands of the 
Loan Fund Board, upwards of 200 1 . sterling available, as the meeting believed, 
for charitable and useful purposes in the locality, namely, the parishes of 
Cloone and Mohill, where very great distress was then prevailing, it had been 
proposed at the meeting, and resolved, with the concurrence of Mr. De Gernon, 
that the remaining availing assets in Mr. De G ernon’s hands, should be applied 
to the relief of the prevailing distress, by distributing meal gratuitously in the 
two parishes, in certain proportions agreed on at that meeting by the clergy of 
both denominations, in the ratio of three-fourths to the Roman Catholic parish 
clergy, and of one-fourth to the Protestant parish clergy, for distribution by 
them, with the co-operation of Mr. De Gernon, and personal assistance in 
carrying out the proposed plan of relief. The following is the plan proposed 
by Mr. De Gernon : —

At a meeting held in Mohill on the 4th instant, for the purpose of examining into the 
.state of the funds of the late Cloone Loan Fund, at which were present C. De Gernon, 
Esq., to settle with the clergy of the parishes of Cloone and Mohill, it was ascertained

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that there was an unexpended sum amounting to over 300 l, the greater portion of which 
was still at the disposal of the Loan Fund Commissioners, the remaining portion in the. 
hands of C. De Gernon, Esq. . ... x , T ^ , 

I was requested (being Chairman of said meeting) to communicate with the Loan Fund 
Commissioners, requesting of them to sanction the immediate expenditure of said sums in 
the relief of the present great distress existing in the parishes of Cloone and Mohill, and 
further to suggest to the Commissioners that said sum should be handed over to the 
Protestant and Roman Catholic clergymen of said parishes, in the proportion of three- 
fourths to the Roman Catholics, and one-fourth to the Protestant clergy, to expend in 
relief of the poor of their respective congregations, in such a manner as they might con- 
sider best calculated to meet the present distress. . 

May I beg you will take an early opportunity of laying this letter before the Com- 
missioners, and acquainting me with their decision.

Extract of Letter from C. De Gernon, Esq., R. M., to Secretary of Loan Fund Board. 

My dear Sir, Tipperary, 31 May 1863. _ 

There is to be a meeting of the Committee (the clergy) who have been assisting me in. 
the distribution of the Loan Fund Charity, at Little’s Hotel, Mohill, on Thursday next, 
4th June. I deferred, until after this meeting, doing anything final as regards the out- 
standing We O. U’s., desirous of acting upon the recommendation and advice of these 
reverend gentlemen; after the meeting, I shall close the accounts, as they then stand. 

It is expected that a gratuitous issue of food will take place in the month of June, as 
the poor are in greater want than ever. This can be easily done by giving orders up to a. 
certain amount of each parish, to the clergymen, for meal, on the com merchants, Long- 
ford. I shall be at the meeting on Thursday.

Extract of Letter from C. De Gernon, Esq., R. M., to Secretary of Loan Fund Board- 
Sir, Riversdale, 28 June 1863. 

I received both your letters yesterday ; I was previously aware that I had the power 
of expending in charity the balance remaining in my hands of the monies of the Cloone and' 
Mohill Loan Fund Charity, but my object in writing to you was, that at this time of very 
great distress, I might get from the Loan Fund Board whatever remaining funds they 
may have in their hands for the purposes of this charity. 

The balance in my hands at present is only 2 51. 10s. 7 \d., not sufficient to meet 
expenses incurred since the meeting at Mohill on the 4th instant, and which I authorised, 
aware that there were more funds applicable to this purpose ; perhaps it may be better 
that I should go to Dublin on Tuesday, and apply to the Board. 

To R. R. Madden, Esq. (signed) C. De Gernon - 
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The conditions on which the Relief Committee agreed the gratuitous assist- 
ance towards the relief of the prevailing distress should be given as proposed 
in their resolutions, passed at their meeting of the 4th of June 1863, and 
specified in their application to the Board, for the application of the balance 
of the surplus balance in their hands to the relief of that distress, were the 
following, which were concurred in by the resident magistrate, Mr. De Gernon. 

1st. That the money should pass through the hands of Mr. De Gernon, and 
be invested in meal, to be distributed by the parochial clergy, Protestant and 
Catholic, of the district, of the late loan fund, in the proportion agreed on, 
and in the ratio recommended by Mr. De Gernon. 

2d. That in the distribution of said relief, those persons now in distress, 
who had passed I 0 U’s for the former advances, and had not resisted the pay- 
ment of them, and had paid the same, should be held entitled to the first con- 
sideration of applications now made for gratuitous relief, and have a prior 
claim to such relief over other applicants, to the extent, if possible, of the 
amount repaid by them. 

3d. That those parties now solvent, who had resisted the payment of the 
I O U’s passed by them for the former advances made to them, should be ex- 
cluded from participation in the present proposed gratuitous relief. 

The total amount of the advances made by Mr. De Gernon, as temporary 
assistance to small farmers labouring under distress at the time these advances 
were made, and I 0 U’s had been passed by them, payable last November, 
was £. 806 8 7i 

The total amount received in payment of these I O U’s, by 
Mr. De Gernon, was - - 92 15 /£ 



Amount unrecovered - - - £.71313 - 

The amount of law costs incurred, occasioned by the resistance of the pro- 
ceedings instituted by Mr. De Gernon, for the recovery of sums due on these 

I O U’s, was - £.14 26 

With respect to the final settlement made by the receiver, Mr. John Soden, 
on the 4th of June 1863, I have to observe, Mr. Soden states he has again gone 
over his accounts, and is perfectly satisfied that Mr. O’Gorman’s report is 
erroneous with respect to a balance brought against him of 73 L, while he, 
Mr. Soden, is fully assured the amount he is accountable for is 24/. 16$. 
that amount being settled after repeated examinations of the accounts, and the 
reclification of some errors. The difference between the sum actually due by 
him, and that reported by Mr. O’Gorman being 48/. 4 5. 

Mr. O'Gorman, Board’s Inspector, reports the balance due by Receiver at 
the present time is - - - - - - - - £.73 - - 

The Receiver states, that monies that are actually outstand- 
ing, bad, and irrecoverable debts, have been charged to him as 
monies actually received, and he acknowledges that in the hurry 
of business and confusion of accounts, his own entries partly 
led to this error ; that, in point of fact, he is surcharged to the 



extent of - - - 48 4 - 

And consequently the amount due by him is - - - £. 24 J 6 - 



After a long examination of his accounts, I came to the conclusion that no 
appearance of intentional fraud existed either in his statements or accounts, 
and that it would be my duty to state to the Board that the amount of his 
liability might, without injustice to the closed Society, be reduced to 34 l. 

For that amount he passed his bill ; and the acceptance of that arrangement 
now awaits Board’s consideration. 

The amount actually outstanding of debts irrecovered and irre coverable by 
Mr. Soden’s report, and also so deemed to be by the Head Constable of Moliill 
(as far as the amount of the warrants in the hands of the constabulary) at least 
is about 150 l.

In compliance with the application made to the Commissioners by the Rev, 
Mr. Fitzpatrick, Rector of Cloone, on the part of the parish clergy, Protestant 
and Catholic, of the loan fund district of the late Cloone Loan Fund Society, 
operating in the parishes of Cloone and Mohill, the relief Committee of that 
district appointed by you to assist with their advice and knowledge of the 
actual circumstances of the distressed inhabitants of those parishes, and in 
compliance also with your recommendation of the object set forth in that 
application for the remaining assets in the hands of the Commissioners that 
may be available for charitable or useful purposes in the locality, I am directed 
to inform you that a cheque has been forwarded to you on the Provincial Bank 
of Carrick-on-Shannon for 200 l, and another order on the Bank of Ireland in 
favour of Mr. John Soden, late receiver of the Cloone Loan Fund for 30 1. ; 
total amount of remittance being 230 l. sterling. 

I am to observe to you that this decision is come to by the Board on account 
of the statements made by the members of the relief committee, both in their 
recent communication of the 7th ult., and verbally at the late meeting held in 
Mohill on the 4th ult., with your concurrence, as set forth in the secretary’s 
report of his attendance at that meeting ; namely, of a great deal of distress 
existing at the date of that meeting in the two parishes of Cloone and 
Mohill. 

And I am further to observe, that the Board consent to the application of 
t.he funds now transmitted to you on the express condition, that the distribution 
of those funds for the relief of the existing distress in the two parishes above- 
named, be made in strict accordance with the terms of the arrangements 
entered into with you, and most of which were agreed on at the meeting of the 
relief Committee held at Mohill on the 4th ultimo. These conditions are stated 
in the accompanying memorandum. 

Finally, lam to observe that the Commissioners having the fullest confidence 
in your judgment and discretion, deem it only necessary in requesting your 
services in carrying out their views in this further disposal of the remaining 
available assets of the late Cloone Loan Fund, to express their strong desire 
that the funds may he applied irrespectively of every other consideration, but 
that of relieving distress in the district of the late society, having a due regard 
for the claims of those specially entitled to attention at your hands on the 
ground specified in the memorandum enclosed.

In other words, the books containing the receiver’s own entries show that he 
received 70 l. more under the head of instalments than he accounted for in his 
abstract. 

On this deficiency the inspector reports, “ He always heard the highest cha- 
racter of the receiver, both before his appointment to office and since ; that it does 
not appear to him (inspector) that the receiver acted from an intention to de- 
fraud, because he entered all monies he received in the instalment book, where 
they must always appear against him, whereas he might have left them open 
on books as unpaid, and their discovery would have been unlikely. He might 
also have made away with money in the shape of fines and law costs, had he 
been dishonestly inclined, the discovery of which would have been difficult. 
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For this deficiency the receiver could offer no explanation, beyond stating 
that he had lost 6 L going to the bank on one occasion, and that some few 
persons had insisted they paid him money, which he, the receiver, believed they 
had not. He further alleged that in the hurry of business and exigencies of his 
own affairs, he might have entered monies as received on the Instalment Book 
whicli he really did not receive ; and this error is one which might very easily 
take place, and is likely to be the truth. Finally, he threw himself on the mercy 
of the Board in the matter. 

The secretary, on full inquiry on the spot into all the. circumstances of the 
case above referred to, was induced to recommend the Board’s acceptance of 
receiver’s proposal to pay the sum of 34 /. in satisfaction of his deficiency, 
payable by a bill at four months’ date for said amount.

Sir,. Lough Rynn, Mohill, 18 December 1861. 

I am informed that at the closing of the Cloone Loan Fund in the County of 
Leitrim, a surplus has been left unappropriated of 1,100/. 

I am further informed that Mr. De Gernon, a stipendiary magistrate stationed 
m the County of Leitrim, took upon himself to invite a few clergymen to meet 
in Cloone yesterday, to dispose of this money. I am utterly at a loss to know by 
what authority he has thus acted. I hope that the Government will forbid 
Mr. De Gernon to dispose of this money without proper authority, and direct 
that he shall pay this money into the bank until it can be properly disposed of 
for the public benefit. I further wish to inform you that very shortly a distinct 
proposition will be laid before ycu, recommending that this and other money 
connected with the loan-funds shall be employed in building a grammar-school 
m this county. 

I hope that you will have the goodness to direct this money to be lodged in 
the bank immediately, or I very much fear that it will be lost before it will be 
possible to lay the matter before you.

The Earl of Leitrim to the Lord Lieutenant. 

(Immediate.) 

My Lord, Lough Rynn, Mohill, 11 December 1862. 

I enclose, for your Excellency’s information, a copy of a notice which has been 
extensively circulated in this barony, and which I disapprove of. 

I am informed that the Cloone Loan Fund was closed by orders from the 
Loan Fund Board. 

The assets when closed amounted to upwards of 1,300 1. 

I am informed that the above amount has passed through the hands of 
Mr. De Gernon, the stipendiary magistrate. It is stated that your Excellency’s 
Government gave a sanction and approval that the assets of the extinguished 
Cloone Loan Fund should be disposed of by the distribution of blankets to the 
poor of the parishes of Cloone and Mohill through the instrumentality of the 
stipendiary magistrate. . 

This was done without consulting the secular inhabitants of the parish ot 
Cloone, to which parish this money lawfully belonged, and which ought to have 
been laid out in some permanent local charity or other useful purpose. 

I disapproved then of those proceedings, but no attention was paid to my 
opinion. _ . 

It is reported to me that Mr. De Gernon, the stipendiary magistrate, has, during 
the past summer, distributed meal very largely to the poor inhabitants of the parish 
of Mohill, as well as that of Cloone, and that he has required that each person 
who has received meal should find two solvent securities to join the individual 
who received the meal in a We O U, to repay him for the meal so issued, and 
that he now proposes to proceed against the receivers of the meal and their 
securities at law for the recovery of the cost of the meal. 

The enclosed notice makes no mention of the ulterior proceedings, but the 
priests are stated to have intimated to their congregations that law-proceedings 
will be taken against them if the money is not paid. 

It is further believed that these proceedings will be taken at petty sessions 
before the same stipendiary magistrate. Thus the state of the case, as it stands 
at present, if these poor people and their securities are proceeded against at 
petty sessions, will be as follows : — 

1 st, The stipendiary magistrate decreed the borrowers and their securities 
being in debt to the late Cloone Loan Fund. 

2d. The same individual became the holder and distributor of the assets 
of the extinguished Loan Fund. 

3d. The same individual directed, and through the police received the 
We 0 U’s of the "oor, to whom he distributed meal, procured out of the 
parish money. 

4tb. The same individual has issued a notice that this money must come 
again into his hands from the poor, before the end of the month, notwith- 
standing the distress which he admits that the poor are suffering under. 

6th. Ifc 
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5th. It is stated (and I hope that it is unfounded) that the same individual 
intends to issue summonses for the poor defaulters to appear before himself 
at the petty sessions, under the bond entered into to himself and witnessed 
by the police. 

I hope that your Excellency will think proper to institute an inquiry into the 
disposition of these monies without delay. 

It appears to me that whatever remains uncon sumed should be disposed of 
according to the intention of the Legislature, but that the whole should be fully 
accounted for. 

1 gave considerable attention to the framing of the Act, but it never entered 
my mind that the funds would be disposed of in the way this individual is stated 
to be acting. 

I am of opinion that the We 0 U’s should be abandoned forthwith, and that 
the poor should not be required to repay what was given in charity, in my opinion 
improperly given; but if not a bond fide gift, the case becomes one of far greater 
impropriety.

6 5 . llirf. of the money in my hands, leaving a balance 
of 51/. 2s. 3J d. towards paying for 100 pairs of blankets, about being issued. 
Together with this balance of 61/. 2s. 3 \d., “We 0 U’s” for mea are recover- 
able, 306/. 8s. 8 d.y less 2s. 6 d. abatement in the pound, allowed in consequence 
of the bad season we have passed, and the existing distress ; besides which abate- 
ment it will be necessary to consider the circumstances of some of the more 
indigent of those who have got meal on their We 0 U’s. Gratuitous relief 
to the more needy has been issued in blankets and meal, at an expense or 
444/. 18s. 3 d. , ....... 

The great distress and poverty consequent on three successive bad harvests, 
amongst a large rural population of small farmers and cottiers, has been lessened 
in the parishes of Cloone and Mohill, by the distribution of this charity, the 
remaining funds of which, after paying for 100 pairs of blankets about being 
issued, and making some further concessions to the poorest of those who passed 
their We O U’s for meal, will in all likelihood be most advantageously expended 
in purchasing food during the ensuing season. Already between 9,000 and 
10,000 individuals have been assisted. „ _ „ „ AT

With reference to the Earl of Leitrim’s letter to his Excellency, dated 
December lltli, I beg to state it is true the notices of jvliich he disapproves, 
granting an abatement of 2 5 . 6 d., in consequeuce of the badness of the harvest 
and the existing distress, to those who received meal at cost-price and n ee oi 
charges on We O U’s, and who would pay the amounts due before the end oi 
the year, were extensively posted. , . . . ..... 

It is also true that the sum of 1 , 300 1 has been placed in my hands with the 
sanction of Government, by the Loan Fund Board, for the relief of the poor o 
502 . 3 H the 
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the parishes of Cloone and Mohill, to be expended in providing food, fuel, and 
clothing. Lord Leitrim states that the secular inhabitants of the parish of 
Cloone were not consulted in the distribution of the fund. However, I find that 
on the 31st of May last the Rev. Thomas G. J. Phillips, Protestant curate of 
Mohill, as secretary to the committee aiding me in this work of charity, applied 
to Lord Leitrim as well as to other proprietors, by letter, on the subject. Lord 
Leitrim’s answer was offensive in the extreme, concluding by requesting “that 
Mr. Thomas G. J. Phillips would, for the future, abstain from making any appli- 
cation to him on any subject whatsoever.” There are but two resident secular 
proprietors in that parish, viz., Lord Leitrim and Mr. D. Crofton, of Lakefield. 

The distribution of the charity was confined to the parishes of Cloone and 
Mohill, by order of the Loan Fund Board, acting under legal advice, on the con- 
* struction of the Act 6 & 7 Viet. c. 91, s. 9, which defines the limits of the dis- 

trict, and the latter part of sec. 45, directing the various modes to which the 
surplus assets may be appropriated, at the discretion of the Board, in which the 
word “ permanent,” underlined by his Lordship, does not appear. 

Lord Leitrim, on the 18th December 1861, wrote an imperious and in- 
timidating letter to me not to dispose of the funds in question, and objecting to 
mv proceedings in calling a meeting of the Protestant and Roman Catholic 
clergy on the previous day at Cloone. On the same day he wrote on the subject, 
not in so imperious a tone, to the Chief Secretary, Sir Robert Peel ; this letter is 
attached to accompanying papers. 

It is true that during the summer I made a very large distribution of meal, to 
the value of 806 Z. 8 s. 8 d., on We 0 U’s, to the distressed of the parishes of 
Cloone and Mohill, who did not appear then to be in absolute need of gratuitous 
relief, in which latter way, gratuitous, the sum of 444 Z. 18s. 3d. was expended, 
for which last-named amount no security was asked or taken. 

It is incorrect to say that I have proposed to proceed at law against the 
receivers of meal, or their securities, for the recovery of the cost of the meal : 
the period for payment has not yet arrived, and in carrying out the directions 
of the Loan Fund Board, I am not to embitter the relief afforded by threats of 
future proceedings, which may never be necessary. I am not aware, further 
than from the statement in his Lorclship’s letter, that the priests intimated to 
their congregations that such steps would be taken. I know that the Protestant 
and Roman Catholic clergy are united in their desire that their people shall act 
in good faith, and up to their ability, in paying up, as far as they can, their 
We O U’s, and which I am convinced they will do if uninfluenced by the Earl 
of Leitrim. 

With respect to his Lordship’s five indictments against me in my capacity as 
magistrate : — 

1st. It is true that at the petty sessions of Cloone in 1861, I as well as, and 
with, the Rev. Mr. Fitzpatrick, j.p., and Mr. West, j. p. (deceased), oftentimes 
decreed defaulting borrowers. 

2d. One thousand three hundred pounds have been entrusted to me by the 
Loan Fund Board for distribution. 

3d. With the sanction of Government and approval of the Inspector General, 
I have had the assistance of a very intelligent and excellent sub-constable, of 
whose services, not of the police generally. I have availed myself. 

4th. No such imperative order has gone forth. See notice attached by his 
Lordship. 

5th. A most unwarrantable imputation as to what my intentions are. I have 
already submitted to Government, and for the Loan Fund, reports as to the 
expenditure of the funds up to the present period. It would be highly objec- 
tionable to act upon the suggestion of Lord Leitrim by abandoning the We 
O U’s forthwith. The people at the present moment are being agitated upon 
the subject; and a petition to the House of Lords, to be presented by Lord 
Leitrim (I am informed to the same effect as his letter to the Lord Lieutenant,), 
of which no copies are permitted, is beiug brought, round for signature by his 
emissaries. Many of those who would willingly pay their We 0 U’s if unin- 
fluenced will, I anticipate, hang back owing to the course adopted by his Lord- 
ship ; but I need not say that, the circumstances of all, whether his Lordship’s 
followers or fleers, will be equally aud fairly considered in calling in the funds. 

J 0 The 
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The abandonment of the We 0 U’s would certainly enable many of the small 
tenantry, on his Lordship’s and other estates, to devote so much to the payment 
of their rents; but such a relief as this is expressly contrary to the principles 
upon which the funds were ordered to be distributed. 

Should it be deemed necessary, I shall hereafter account for the personal 
animosity of which I am the object at the hands of Lord Leitrim ; but I shall do 
so with reluctance, aware that our exertions, time, and work are more beneficially 
directed in looking to the present, and guarding against the future, than in har- 
rowing up the grievances and wrongs of the past.

Herewith I beg to submit a portion (all I could procure) of a petition sent 
round the parish of Cloone by Lord Leitrim for signature. I also beg to state 
that I attended at Mohill on the 29th and 30th December, pursuant to notice, to 
receive payment of these We 0 U’s referred to. I was, however, informed that 
employees of Lord Leitrim, whose names I have, had gone round by his orders, 
directing the people not to come in to pay ; some were on their way, and turned 
back in consequence. 

With reference to the petition, I may first refer to my report of 27th December 
1862, and in addition state, that the fund was entrusted to me by the Loan Fund 
Board, to be laid out in “ clothing, food, and fuel,” and to consult in the distri- 
bution the clergy of different denominations.” The Loan Fund Board was guided, 
and authorised to do so, by legislative enactment, viz., 6 & 7 Viet. c. 91, s. 45, 
and which fully empowers the Loan Fund Commissioners to act as they have 
done. 

Having expended 444/. 18 s. 3 d. in gratuitous relief amongst the most 
indigent, and taking into consideration the limited area within which the working 
of the charity was confined, and seeing that owing to their extreme poverty a 
number of the cottier farmers within these limits would have been reduced to sell 
their cows, &c. during the past summer to procure (food thus depriving them- 
selves and their children of that most essential article of food — milk, and the 
profit derivable from the sale of its product, butter), we resolved to give these 
classes temporary relief, by providing them with meal at cost-price on six 
months’ credit, taking the We 0 U’s as security. Many were in consequence 
prevented from swelling the ranks of the more indigent class, proving that the 
course adupted had the desired effect. 

It would be a positive injustice to the more distressed to allow these small 
farmers to close on 800 1. in the manner agitated by the Earl of Leitrim; and it 
should also be remembered that were he able to control the fund, as proposed by 
him, foregoing the We 0 U’s, the greater portion of this 800 /. would flow into 
the rent-offices at Lough Rynn and elsewhere, as a great number of his Lord- 
ship’s tenants have received meal on We 0 U’s, as well as meal and blankets 
gratuitously. 

The accounts have been already rendered to the proper quarter.

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Petitioners are informed and believe that notices have been posted by Mr. De Gernon to 
the following effect : that an allowance of 2s. 6 d. will be made to those who received 
meal from the Cloone and Mobill Loan Fund Charity, provided they pay before the 1st 
January. Your Petitioners humbly pray that the blankets and meal which have been 
distributed to the poor persons shall be deemed bond fide gifts ; that they shall not be 
called upon to repay any person under any I O U or other promissory note, which they 
may have been induced to sign by the police or any other person whatsoever; and further, 
that your Lordships will be graciously pleased to order that an account of the assets of the 
late Cloone Loan Fund shall be rendered to your Lordships without delay, and that 
your Lordships will take such further measures as may appear just and proper ; that the 
balance of these assets, if any, shall be appropriated to some permanent charitable purpose, 
for the benefit of the poor of<this parish.

County of Leitrim, District of Ballinamore, Mohill, 

17 February 1863. 

Referring to my reports of 27th December, and 12th January last, respecting 
the working of the Cloone and Mohill Loan Fund Charity, deposited in my hands 
for distribution, and the obstructions I have met with from Lord Leitrim, I 
therein stated that, having expended 444?. 18s. 3d. in gratuitous relief to the 
extremely indigent and distressed poor, considering the large fund remaining, 
and the limited area within which it could only be legally laid out, and also 
seeing the unusual and great distress amongst the small cottiers and farmers, con- 
sequent on the badness of the harvest, the Protestant and Roman Catholic clergy 
concurred with me in considering that assisting this class, by issuing to them 
meal, on six months’ credit, at cost-price, would be the best use which could be 
made of the money, saving these people from selling their cows, &c., and at the 
same time having these funds to recover, and expend afterwards in the relief of the 
more destitute poor. In this way 806?. 8 s. were laid out, the party receiving 
meal, joined by two securities, passing a We 0 U for the amount. 

The payments were to have been made by the 1st January ; and to induce the 
people to be punctual, as well as to relieve them from a portion of the debt, I 
had notices posted, that to such as would pay before the 1st January, an allow- 
ance of 2 s. 6 d. would be made, and that 1 would attend to receive payment, at 
Mohill, on the last days of December. Lord Leitrim, in continuation of his 
opposition, sent his people round, directing those who passed their We 0 U’s 
not to come in to pay ; and I am informed that some of those on their way with 
the money were turned back in consequence. 

I therefore found it necessary to issue processes under the Small Debts Act, 
and which came on for hearing in Petty Sessions here (Mohill) on this day. 
There were two magistrates from Carrick-on-Shannon in attendance : one I 
had never seen here before; the other, whom he accompanied, came here to Petty 
Sessions on two occasions within two years ; on each occasion exciting cases, 
interesting to Lord Leitrim, were before the Bench. Mr. Hickson, R.M., attended 
to-day, being ordered. Two attorneys employed by Lord Leitrim defended 
the parties processed, and on a technical point the cases were postponed for a 
fortnight, that the opinion of the law adviser may be had as to whether the 

omission 
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omission of the names of two of the parties to the We O U, and the substitu- 
tion of the words “ and others ” at top of process, although all the names are at 
bottom, is not a fatal omission. ( See process attached.) I pointed out to the 
Bench the 14 &15 Viet., cap. 93, sec. 6, referred to in Small Debts Act, as 
explicit on the point ; and I further offered to waive proceedings against more 
than the man whose name appears at top, but neither would this be entertained. 

These proceedings would not have become necessary but for the course adopted 
by Lord Leitrim. Should he succeed in freeing the debtors from paving up 
their We 0 U’s, those in greater want and distress will be deprived of their 
portion of the charity to which they are justly entitled, some of which will find 
its way into the rent-office at Lough Rynn.* 

I was obliged to argue the matter with the professional gentlemen brought by 
Lord Leitrim, as well as to make a statement of the merits of the case. Without 
wishing to withdraw from the course which duty points out, it might be more 
in accordance with the position of a resident magistrate to avoid being led into ar- 
gument and wrangling with attorneys by employing a solicitor, which, if approved 
of by the Loan Fund Board or by Government, I will do. I may add that Lord 
Leitrim’s attorneys have, as they stated, a number of other points to go on, but 
which the Court declined hearing to-day.
